Democrats seeking the nomin- 
ation for county commissioner 
are Nelson J. Duffy, 56, Pleasure 
Ridge Park, a farmer; Philip P 
Ardery, 44, of 424 Pennington 
Lane, an attorney; Robert A. 
Fihe, 61, of 4643 Dixie Highway, 
pharmacist; S. Rush Nicholson, 
46. Anchorage, attorney, and 
Philip H. "Ticky" Scholtz, 42, of 
2331 Alta Avenue, president of 
Lumber Supply Company. 

Cecil Davenport and Robert J. 
Speckman, Republican candi- 
dates, will be nominated without 
opposition. 

Of the Democratic candidates, 
Fihe is an incumbent and, to- 
gether with Ardery, has the bles- 
sing of the Combs faction, while 
Nicholson and Scholtz are on the 
Waterfield slate. 

The Combs-Wyatt and Water- 
field factions have candidates in 
practically all of the races for the 
state Senate and for the .state 
House of Representatives. Repub- 
lican candidates have little or 
no opposition. 

Although Central Standard is 
the official time for the polls to 
be open, voters in areas like Jef- 
ferson and other counties ob- 
serving Daylight Saving Time 
may cast their ballots between 
7 a.m. and 6 p.m. Under state

To clear up some misunder- 
standing, Whitenack said the 
local association is responsible

though the county supervises full 
scale operations during the sum- 

Unless the playground is put 
into condition and safety stand- 
ards are reached, Whitenack said 
lummer program may not be 
carried out this year. He added 
that Charlie Spears, regional di- 
rector of the County Recreation 
Board, is in sympathy with the 
local group. 

Whitenack said a pre-season 
softball scheduled for this Friday 
night will be the last to be al- 
lowed unless the playground it 
put into condition. Other pre- 
season games are scheduled for 
next week. County opening of 
playgrounds is set for June 8. 

The only income the associa- 
tion has is profits from the con- 
cession stand and revenue from 
special fund raising enterprises. 

Improvements at the play- 
ground vitally needed include re- 
pairs to the bleachers, painting 
and repair of swings and sliding 
boards, reconditioning of ball " 
monds, repaying of tennis courts 
and many other items.

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! PILGRIMS' RIGHT, AND WILL, TO WORK 

We (Americans) have come a long way since the Pil- 
grims landed on the "Rock." This country started its econ- 
omic processes on a sound basis— as sound and as secure 
as that rock on which the early settlers landed. 

Yes, strong and secure, because everybody was willing 
to work. In fact, it was necessary that everyone work. 



Indeed, it was the law of the land. 

In those days there was no question as to the right to 
work. Neither was the worker restrained. But the em- 
phasis, was upon the fact that it was his duty. He owed it 
to his family, his self and his country. The "union" did 
not object. For it was a union to which all belonged— all 
the citizens. And they recognized the fact that, united 
they would stand; divided they must fall. 

They knew no such terminology as "featherbedding." 
There were a few who tried to practice something akin 
to it, but a way was found to put a stop to it. Everyone 
was on his own. All had to work so that they might eat. 
And theirs was the right to work as diligently as they 
desired— and the right to reap the rewards from their la- 
bors. 

Free enterprise was accepted. That principle was de- 
veloped, and resulted in a prosperous economy. 

Occasionally we read in the advertising pages of maga- 
zines and newspapers fjood philosophy as well as good 
sales talk, und sound economy. We read such just recently 
in the U. S. News & World" Report. The manufacturing 
firm of Warner & Swasey spoke their piece in a full page 
display. 

Among other things, the advertisement had this to say: 
"They (the Pilgrims) were in a Depressed Area. No 
one guaranteed them high prices for anything. Their only 
roads and schools were built by themselves. For Security 
they did their own suvimi. or starved. All thev had was 
Character. All they did was Work. All they wanted was 
Self Respect. The sum of those three traits became

work built America, but the traits you see today can d 
stroy it, in half the time." 



REA WANTS TO LEAN ON TAXPAYERS 

The Rural Electrification Administration is one of 
those government agencies that doesn't want to pay its 
own way. It is subsidized with tax money, paid by the 
nation's taxpayers. And its leaders want to keep it that 
way. 

That is the only reasonable conclusion that can be 
drawn from the response to President Eisenhower's pro- 
posal to increase the interest rate the Treasury charges on 
loans to rural electric co-operatives. That rate is fixed 
by law at 2''< . The Treasury has been having to pay about 
4% on the securities it sells in the open market. But REA 
spokesmen have described the plan to lift the interest rate 
to the point where it just covers the money cost, as an 
attempt to destroy the whole rural electrification program. 
And, apparently, a majority in Congress supports that po- 
sition. They don't want to reduce taxes. 

What it all amounts to is an indirect admission that 
REA can't or won't stand on its own feet. As presently 
constituted, it has to exist at the expense of all the tax- 
payers. Thus it helps to swell taxes, and to produce more 
deficits and more inflation. It's hard to believe that the 
American people as a whole want that. 



WHY PICK ON THE SUBURBS? 

The Louisville Water Company, which has been making 
a return of only 1.44 per cent on its investment, is trying 
to find a way to increase its income, and officials have 
turned speculative eyes toward the suburbs, saying they 
may be forced to increase suburban rates 25 per cent. They 
had better think a while before they do this. 

The Water Company rates are low, probably too low, 
but this applies not only to suburban customers. As far 
as the rate of return is concerned, the company makes 1.33 
per cent from city users, and 2.14 per cent from customers 
outside the city limits except for those who require booster 
service. In addition, the city and city agencies get free 
water from the Water Company, and this constitutes a 
break for city customers who would otherwise be required 
to make up this amount in taxes. 

Furthermore, suburban customers are already paying 
50 per cent more for their water than are city customers. 
Perhaps they could justifiably be charged a higher rate. 
But if a rate raise is justified for customers paving 50 per 
cent higher rates, and who are returning 2.14 per cent 
profit to the company, surely a similar raise is justified 
to customers paying the basic rate, and whose service re- 
turns the company only 1.33 per cent. 

Why Not a General Raise? 

Nor is justice the only question involved in this pro- 
posed rate increase. Any raise increasing the inequity in 
city and suburban rates can only complicate the matter of 
extending sewers into suburban areas, since sewer charges 
are based on the water rate. We do not doubt that the 
Water Company needs and deserves a rate increase. Our 
local water rates are substantially lower than those paid 
in most cities of our size. But a raise that applies only to 
suburban customers win only increase the existing inequity 
in rates, without yielding the money that the Water Com- 
pany needs to show a decent return on its investment, and 
to finance the needed extension of water service. What 
is really needed, and what would be far more justifiable, 
is an across-the-board raise for both city and suburban 
water users. — Courier-Journal.

But so it was. There stands Re- 
hoboam, the leader who did not 
know how to lead; the leader de- 
luded, the leader forsaken. And 
there went the kingdom which 
David had shed so much blood to 
build, the kingdom over which Sol- 
omon had reigned in all his glory- 
gone, gone for good. It was split 
once for all. It never grew together 
again. It is a perfect example of 
how bad leadership can split what 
should have been united. Wherever 
you find a split church, a split na- 
tion, you can count on it, some bad 
leadership is at the bottom of it. 

Why the Prises Uirntd Nothing 

One reason for Rehoboam's dis- 
mal failure was that he asked the 
right questions of the wrong 
people. Jeroboam, who had a right 
to ask questions, had asked one 
that stumped poor Rehoboam the 
very first thing. He does not seem 
to have thought about it before: 
What about taxes? The burden of 
taxation had been heavy in Sol- 
omon's time. What was to be his 
eon's policy? Rehoboam asked the 
men of experience, and he didn't 
like their answer So he tried the 
men of no experience, and he got 
just the kind of twaddle he liked 
• to hear. How can a man be so 
wrong? And yet, isn't it true today 
that there are would-be leaders, 
sometimes with considerable fol- 
lowing, who learn nothing from ex- 
perience? A man who learns noth- 
ing from history, who scorns to 
take advice from wiser men, who 
listens to the poorest advice rather 
than the best, who hears only what 
he wants to hear— such men are 
not unknown In the life of church 

Qovtrnmtnt for Whom? 

Another mistake Rehoboam 
made was to forget why govern- 
ment exists. He thought of it as an 
arrangement for his own benefit. 
This is not a notion that got burled 
With Rehoboam. The notion out- 
lived him by many centuries and 
Is still with us. There are politic- 
ians in our country who may be- 
long to one party or another, what 
the party stands for makes little 
difference with them, what they 
are interested In is winning elec- 
tions so as to get political jobs. 
Government, in their eyes, is for 
the benefit of the politician, the 
man In the government job. The 
truth is, that when government 
really is only for the officeholder's 
benefit, ft Is time for a revolution. 
The real aim of good government is 
the benefit of the people. If the 
people are benefited, then the gov- 
ernment Is good; otherwise not. 
The people of Israel had had it hard 
In Solomon's time. "My father 
[Solomon] chastised you with 
whips," said Rehoboam. In other 
words, "You took a beating." Re- 
hoboam thought that was a good 
thing. But the people didn't. 
Whir* Dot! Powir Come From? 

It did not occur to Rehoboam 
(who was about 40 years old at 
this time and had had time to 
learn, but never did) that if he was 
to be king at all he would have to 
be elected. Saul and David and Sol- 
omon had all been elected by the 
people. Our American idea of gov- 
ernment with the consent of the 
governed Isn't the whole idea. Gov- 
eminent by the people, by their 
will and choice, Is not merely an 
American Idea. It goes back to the 
ancient Hebrews. You can find It 
In Deuteronomy 17 already. But 
poor stupid Rehoboam didn't dis- 
cover this till too late. He thought 
if he shook his sword and shouted, 
It would be enough. It would have 
been, If power comes from the top 
down. It Is not, In a country where 
the power is In the people. Power 
conies first of all from God. But

The fresh strawberry season .s 
now open in Kentucky. And for 
a month or more the red luscious 
berries from our own fields will 
be consumed in their favorite 
form. Strawberries are an im- 
portant source of vitamin C. One 
cup raw strawberries contains 
almost as much ascorbic acid as 
three-fourths cup of orange juice. 

Fresh strawberries are best 
when they travel the shortest 
distance from the field. They are 
very perishable and must be 
handled carefully. However, in 
recent years great advances have 
been made in packaging and 
shipping strawberries. 

As you approach the tempting 
display of berries in your mar- 
ket there are a few points to re- 
member if you come home with 
top berries with maximum flavor 
and quality. Look for berries that 
have a uniform bright red color; 
are clean and fresh; well-formed, 
and have caps attached. Large 
berries may be more eye-catch- 
ing but flavor or quality is not 
idependent upon size. Consider 
the use for which they are in- 



tended if there are different sizej 
of strawberries offered. You maj 
prefer large berries to serve 
whole, or small ones for slicing, 
crushing, and in jam. 

Home care of strawberries is 
important because once they are 
at peak quality (fully ripe), they 
can be damaged easily. Place 
berries in a shallow, covered con- 
tainer and store in the refriger- 
ator until ready for use. 

Wash gently before using, (cold 
water is best) and let them stand 
in water only long enough for 
sand to sink. Lift out gently and 
then cap. 

The following are guides for 
expected yields of frozen straw- 
berries from fresh fruit: 

1 crate of 16 quart fresh ber- 
ries will give — 20-24 pints fro- 

1 crate of 24 quart fresh ber- 
ries will give — 30-36 pints fro- 

2 quarts of fresh berries will 
— give 2 pints frozen. 

Strawberry jam, preserves, and 
jelly are popular, and some fam- 
ilies value highly those made 
from home grown strawberries.
